Dear Harold, 

Thanks for your several and extensive mailings of the last week or so; I 
am trying to keep up. Tb save time, I trill skip the amenities and number the 
items here for your convenience. 

(1) You sent me a copy of your memo on CD 1373, Kara-Patnisky, which Gary 
got although it is withheld. Could I have a copy of the ammamadm document? 

<|2) Bringuier's copy of Oswald's pamphlets. As requested, CD 75s pp» 703-4 
are s sssees enclosed. You had p. 703 in 0 in NO; I got page 704 because of the 
large blank space on page 703. Note that the file numbers and initials are 
different. I doubt that this ise means anything sinister. I do not know whether 
Bringuier's copy of the Sws lamont pamphlet had the 544 Camp address. 

(3) The stuff from the Ward & Paul files is sensational. I remind you of 
my earlier suggestion that we compare the typewriters used for the minutes of the 
last session and Rankin's covering note; perhaps this would show that Rankin 

(or whoever wrote the note) also typed up the minutes. It might be better 
not to have me indicate interest aek in this; perhaps you could get photographs 
of the relevant pages. (Not Xerox) 

(4) The FBI report on the spectographic analysis; do you recall what CD 
you were referred to when the Archives called the FBI in your presence? I gather 
there was some reference to the spectographic report there. I would like to 
check this ^ — ? for further clues. If it was not CD 5, there is a large section 
in that CD on FBI lab examinations. It ex might be worth checking on your next 
visit to the Archives. 

(5) ONI files (your note of l/l/69)s I am satisfied that the ONI file on 

my microfilm is complete szrrxrxi except for what is presently being 

withheld. I do not read CE 1412 as indicating that anything was Withheld from 
the Commission, but as noting that 98$ of the entire file remained (apparently 
as some sort of copy) in the ONI files which were checked by the FBI. (22H804). 
Recall, however, what I sent you etxshseek earlier indicating that the ONI was 
not very cooperative with the Commission. 

(6) Your 1/2/69 memo on the ISIS literature distribution TV films: I don't 
get it. Are you claiming that there is something in your copy of the film and 
not in the Archives copy? If so, what? Is is really not conceivable that the 
FBI rndm waited until 12/3/63 to fps get the film? 

(7) Name checks, from Jim Schmitt; John Halsyy , alleged FPCC, negative. 

Charles Harrison: CE 1905 (name used on Oswald's $ application at Hanson's), 
and CD 6, p„ 166. Paul Williams: possibly P.E. Williams, CD 5, p. 425; also 
a Dr. Paul Williams, 9H3, in Houston, SsinfeskH Michael D. Miller: negative. 

Vm. Allen Simms (witness, literature SS distribution); negative; there is a 
W.C. Simms at CD 205, P« 385. James A. Chaney: James M. at CD 86, p. 505; 

no first name at^ CD 223, P» 9, also several references in the 26. 

Lt. George Butler: several refs in the 26, also CD 85 , pp. 15,17,148, 46l, 530; 

CD 86, pp. 20, 417; CD 1121, p. 44; CD 1306, pp. 16,17,21; CD 1472, pp. 2, 4, 7, 

8, 10, We do not have any of these CD pages; if you do not get a chance to 
check the Archives let us know and we will order Hmefadm them. 

(8) Enclosed: Sylvia’s paper on Oswald's arrest in N.O., sste and her letter 
to me of 12/31. The mysterious A. Heckman is indexed to CD 6, pp. 222-3 (the 

latter, which is in 0 in NO, is a check of police records on Oswald's 
arrest), and CD 75, page 698 (as A. Hickman). We will order these 2 pages. 

(9) Bowen - Rendell - Van WL Buren: CD 205, PP* 467-9 is all we have. 

(10) My copy of the back of Garner Exh. 1 is identical to the one you sent. 
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(11) I generally have no suggestions concerning your thorough memos on 
prospective £ witnesses. With Humes, however, there is the matter of the 
missing notes. I indicated my disagreement in my letter of 12/11/68; your 
reply of 12/l 6 notes that Humes excepted the two published pages of notes as 
not in his handwriting. He said that "I notice now that the handwriting in some 
instances is not my own” (2H373), whereas he had previously mentioned various 
notes 'blade by myself . " It certainly looks like a r- — r . ■ ■ ~r± non-suspicious 
error in his first description. Jim Schmitt agrees with my interpretation; I 
suggest you try to convince someone else, in detail, of your view. Needless to 
say, I have nothing against proving that Humes had such notes at the time of 
his testimony; I would be quite asm surprised if he took no more notes than were 
published; and I think it is quite proper to ask for any such notes. But I don't 
think he admitted they existed or had them when he testified. 

(12) Kullholland-Fer r i e report, CD 85, pp. 457 + : we sent you page 457, 
do not have subsequent page(s). Will order and send. 

(13) Your memo of 1/8 on Gaudet; very interesting. Jim S. may & check further, 
Ulrich International rings some sort of bell. 

(14) Ro thermal s by now I should not be surprised that the tramps had not 
been properly checked out before. I do not have a spare copy of the CD indexes, 
but unless I hear from you to the contrary I will make a Bwm. copy for him in a 
ee week or so. (See item 16.) 

(15) Also enclosed herein: CD 14, p. 30 (Simms); CD 645 (6 pp. , Giesbrecht) 

(the previous 2 items to Moo also); CD 87, SS 200, reverse of pictures} CD 75 » 
pp. 37^-7 (also in 0. in N.O.), CD 1518, p. 55 (fingerprints) , CD 642, pp. 2-3 
and CD 735, pp. 375 and 378 (McDervid); notes on phone numbers in LHO notebook, 
by JNS; letter to Burton, 1/9/69, re Lamarre; notes on Ruby as informant (extra 
copy for NO, if you think it desireable). Also a $25 check for some essentials. 

(16) There is a new Xerox place in town; I expect a readjustment of prices 
but until then it is only 3^ a page. If you send me, for example, the file on 
Ward & Paul which you mentioned, I could easily copy and return. We only have to 
trust the mail in 1 direction, and I think this is safe enough, for Archives 
documents. Those of us who are paying 20«£ a page for Archives Xerox should make 
use of this 5? opportunity for wider distribution an low cost. I still plan on 
putting together a list of what CD's we have; Jim S. suggests xsipi getting the 
synopses to all FBI CD's (surprisingly, the cost would not be prohibitive).
